ANTI-THIRD TERM. 
THE Sr. LOUIS CONVENTION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., May 6.—The Anti-Third- 
Term Convention, which met at Masonic 
Hall to-day, while not so numerous in its 
make-up as to prevent the disdainfu! 
sneers of the third-term people, 
was a body of men representing what 
is at present an apparently potent idea 
in the all-absorbing question of the day and 
the hour, confidentin the conviction that 
they were right and that their opponents were 
wrong. The matter of numbers cut little 
figure with them, though when some twenty 
States were represented by something 
like 200 delegates, the movers. cer 
tainly had nothing to be  abashed 
at, even on thaf score. The hall in which 
the Convention was held, itself a fairly 
large one, was very comfortably filled, much 
to the surprise of some of the third-termers 
who had endeavored to hunt up the com- 
ing Convention around the hotels, when 
the fact was that a large number of the dele- 
gates didn’t arrive until this morning, and of 
those who came in last night many were re- 
ceived and entertained by their friends, and 
did not report until this morning. The local

too, than the third-term crowd would have 
had it, and that fact of itself shows some- 
thing of the estimate in which the Grant- 
Filley machine is held here among the in- 
telligent men of the party who haven’t been 
plastered over with moral chattel 
mortgages affixed by the powerful hands 
of the engineer and his few willing 
stokers. The statement had been industri- 
ously circulated that the Convention would 
speedily resolve itself into a sort of bear- 
garden as soon as it got under way, owing 
to the naturally varying views of the dele- 
gates as to what particular candidates, if 
any, should be indorsed as worthy the 
suffrages of the independent voters. But 
the Convention, composed as it was of sensi- 
ble, practical, hard-headed men, differing in 
non-essentials, but agreed on the one central 
idea of unqualified and unalterable hostility 
to the third term was not plunged into by 
any apple of discord of this color. The 
unwisdom of prematurely taking up any- 
body was apparent to everybody, and the 
Convention’s course was safe and harmonious.

New Yorn, May 6.—A Times special from 
Trenton says: The Republican Convention 
of New Jersey met to-day, did its work in 
the most harmonious spirit, and adjourned 
in good humor. A spirit of perfect fairness 
animated it, and a sound com- 
mon sense guided its course.

DESTRUCTIVE fires are raging in the oil re- 
gion in the neighborhood of Bradford, Pa. The 
fire originated by an oil well which was being 
torpedoed overflowing and catching fire. The 
fire spread rapidly, and six distinct fires, cover- 
ing an extensive territory, are now in progress. 
The tackle of 900 wells, consisting of engines, 


tank contain about gallons of oil, 
and most of them full at the time. 
Rew City, a village of some 500 inhabitants, 
in the oil region, was entirely destroyed, and two 
women and five children were burned to death. 
The fire at this writing has not yet been brought 
under control, and at latest accounts the towns 
of Colville and Red Hock in the oil regions were 
burning. The woods in the country around 
have caught fire,and the whole region is one 
mass of blended flame and smoke. About 
$1,500,000 worth of property has been entirely 
destroyed, and thousands of men have been 
thrown out of employment and rendered home- 
less. 


Tue Anti-Third-Term Convention which 
assembied at St. Louis yesterday was in every 
respect a successful demonstration of the strong 
and earnest opposition to the attempted viola- 
tion ef unwritten law and established prece- 
dent in the nomination of Gen. Grant to an- 
other term of the Presidency. The body was 
made up of about 400 delegates from different 
parts of the country, among them many Repub- 
licans of more than local prominence in the 
party,—men who are sincere in the belief that 
the third-term movement is a menace to the 
suceess and the very existence of the Repub- 
lican party. No effort was made to advance the 
interests of any candidate, the Convention con- 
tenting itself with accomplishing its mission 
and design,—that of placing before the country 
an earnest protest against the nomination of 
Gen. Grant. A committee was appointed whose 
duty it shall be to issue a call for a Convention 
to be held in New York in the event of Grant's 
nomination, the second Convention to deter- 
mine what measures shall be taken in such an 
event. 


REPUBLICANS in various parts of the city 
assisted last evening toward giving a black eye 
to the third-term movement in Chicago. A 
large meeting was held in the Fourth Ward, at 
which vigoro& anti-third-term speeches were 
made and taken to give force and effect to 
the prevailing sentiment at the primaries to- 
morrow. In the Eleventh Ward similar action 
was taken; in the Fifteenth the hostility to a 
third term was made distinctly manifest at a 
meeting of the Republican Club of the ward: in 
the Sixteenth the German Republican Auxiliary 
Club took measures looking to the election 
of a Washburne delegate ticket to-morrow. 
Overin the Fourteenth Ward several of the 
prominent and influential Republicans who had 
been classed as third-termers came out squarely 
for Washburne, and from the feeling manifested 
there it is safe to predict that a good account 
will be given by the anti-Grant Republicans to- 
morrow. Altogether there are signs of a gen- 
eral awakening throughout the city to the neces- 
sity of turning out at the primaries and working 
and voting to prevent as far as “possible the 
sending of third-term delegates to the State

WHAT CONGRESS HAS NOT DONE. 

There have been a good many complaints 
of the inaction and dilatoriness of previous 
Congresses, but none so well founded as 
those which lie at the door of the present 
session. For more than fourmonths National 
legislation has been in a comatose condition. 
Congressmen have vied with each other only 
in the effert to prolong the session without 
doing anything. There has been a failure 
even to interest or amuse the public by lively 
debate. The personalities of the session have 
been tame. The accounts of each day’s 
session have read very much like those of 
each previous day. The Democrats have not 
even trusted themselves to talk, which is 
usually their favorit resort for avoiding 
action. The proceedings have been stale, flat, 
and unprofitable from the beginning, and 
nothing has been accomplished to which 
Democratic majority can peint with 
tion or pride. 

A very apt illustration of the prevailing 
Congressional inertia may be found in the 
so-called Immediate”’ Deficiency bill. The 
word immediate has been applied to the 
bill because it was designed to discharge a 
debt which had accrued before Congress 
met, by reason of the obstinate refusal to 
provide at the extra session for some of the 
necessary expenses of the Executive branch 
of the public service. Yet this “ immediate” 
measure of relief was protracted for four 
months, and then passed in a shape which 
has called out an Executive veto, as was 
probably expected. The payment of a just 
debt past due certainly ought not to require 
long consideration nor meet with opposition, 
bat the Democrats put it off as long as 
possible, and then consented to make the 
appropriation only by imposing upon it a 
condition affecting the National Election laws, 
which they could not carry through as an in- 
dependent proposition. No circumstance 
could illustrate more pointedly the Demo- 
cratic purpose to make all National affairs 
subservient to mere party ends. 

A refunding bill was one of the obvious 
measures for the present Congress to agree 
upon. There was no reason for disagree- 
ment upon party lines in this matter. Con- 
gress was confronted with the fact that a 
large amount of 6 per cents and 5 per cents 
were outstanding which the Government 
would soon have the right and the power to 
refund into bonds bearing a lower rate of 
interest. It should have been the common 
purpose to provide the requisit authority for 
refunding this part of the public debt at the 
lowest practicable rate of interest. It was 
clear that new bonds should not bear a rate 
of interest higher than 4 per cent, and could 
not be negotiated to advantage at less than 
3i¢ percent. Hence there was not room for 
avery wide difference of opinion, and the 
matter could have been definitly settled by a 
preponderance of competent testimony. 
Instead of adopting this perfectly simple 
course the Democratic majority bave pre- 
ferred to do nothing, and there is a prospect 
that the Government may be subjected to 
serious loss by reason of the neglect. 

Nothing has been done with reference to 
the counting of the Electoral vote, though 
the existing provisions in this regard are so 
vague as always to threaten confusion if 
nothing worse. When the controversy arose 
over the last Electoral count, there wasa 
universal demand that some simple and def- 
init plan should be adopted which would 
avert a similar conflict in the future. The 
good sense of the American people made 
them confident that if the danger could then 
be tided over it would not occur again, for 
they were sure that Congress, warned by one 
guch experience, would devise some equit- 
able and authoritative process for future 
counts. Butthe present Congress has de 
liberately ignored this popular demand, and 
has left the way open for a dispute over the 
next Electoral vote which may result in 
revolution or anarchy. It has been charged 
that the Democratic majority has purposely 
avoided a settlement of this vexed question 
in order that it maybe free to adopt any 
tactics in the next count that may best serve 
the interest of the Democratic candidate, 
Certainly no other explanation reasonably 
accounts for the neglect to agree upon a 
measure that seems to be necessary as a pro- 
tection against the possible Mexicanization of 
the approaching Presidential election. 

The people of all sections have been agreed 
upon the necessity for some system of Na 
tional supervision of the railroads. Experi- 
ence has demonstrated that the State laws 
are powerless to correct the abuses of rail- 
road commerce between the different States. 
The right of the National Government to 
impose restrictions upon the public corpora- 
tions which shall prevent extortion and un- 
just discrimination has been abundantly vin- 
dicated by the Supreme Court decisions. The 
feasibility and the advantage of Government 
regulation of railroads have been demon- 
strated in other countries. But the present 
Congress has taken no decisive step in the 
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not been stopped. The 

material for the manu of paper have 
not been repealed. There is no present pros- 
pect that the duty on print-paper will be re- 
pealed, though itis the chief material that 
enters into the manufacture of newspapers, 
periodicals, and books, I¢is notorious that 
the publishers of the country are at the mercy 
of a greedy Ring, but they have appealed in 
vain to Congress. We cite this as the most 
conspicuous instance of the bad faith of the 
Democrats in promising tariff-reforms which 
they never intended to carry out, and it is not 
offset by reform in any other direction. 

The Democrats cannot eseape the respon- 
sibility for these and other omissions. They 
have undisputed control of Congress, and 
have met with no opposition or embarrass- 
ment on the part of the Executive in any 
matters affecting the public welfare, They 
have simply squandered the public’s money, 
wasted the public’s time, trified with the 
public’s interests, and about worn out the 
publie’s patience. If they think they have 
thus earned an additional clam upon public 
confidence, they will probably discover their 
error when the public shall have an oppor- 
tunity to pass judgment upon their career.

MR. WASHBURNE’S POSITION. 

Mr. Washburne’s position in the factional 
strife for the Chicago nomination has been 
peculiar, and in some respects embarrassing ; 
but his personal bearing has been manly, 
honorable, and sincere throughout. He an- 
nounced from the first that individually he 
was for Gen. Grant, and would not under any 
circumstances be a e date against him. 
He has adhered strictly to this course. His 
persona! and public relations with Gen. Grant 
for nineteen years have been of such a chdrac- 
ter that he felt both bound and inclined to take 
this position, though there are other men in 
public life who are now howling for Grant 
who would have been more selfish and less 
generous in Mr. Washburne’s place. It is 
sufficient to say in this regard that Mr. 
Washburne’s warm and disinterested at- 
tachment to Grant has been of greater serv- 
ice to the latterthan the effusive and loud- 
mouthed, but less sincere, partisanship of 
some of the third-term managers and spoils 
bosses in this as well as other States. 

When Mr. Washburne found it necessary 
to make a public announcement of his pref- 
erence for Grant over all others, including 
himself, many well-meaning but indiscreet 
friends of Mr. Washburne were disposed to 
resent the stand he had taken, and declared 
that they were powerless to do anything for 
him so long as he refused to be a candidate. 
But he resisted all the pressure that was 
brought to bear upon him to modify his dec- 
laration or to encourage the movement on 
his behalf. But there have been large nufn- 
bers of Republicansin various States who 
do not think it is necessary thata man should 
be a voluntary, avowed, working, and wire- 
pulling candidate in order to be available, 
but that the welfare of the country and the 
true interests of party have a claim upon all 
citizens thatis higher than their personal 
preferences. P 

This is an old-fashioned theory, with which 
“machine” politicians have no sympathy, 
and which they can scarcely comprehend. 
Nevertheless it has served to secure a num- 
ber of avowed Washburne delegates to the 
Chicago Convention in spite of Mr. Wash- 
burne’s protests, and it will provide him 
with a numerous and enthusiastic following 
in the Convention if the machine“ fail to 
control that body at the gutset. The same 
theory will find a res among the people 
that will astonish the machine politicians if 
Mr. Washburne’s name shali finally be 
placed at the head of the Republican ticket. 

When Mr. Washburne’s more indiscreet 
friends found there was no use in quarreling 
with him because he would not be a candi- 
date against Grant, and when a more judi- 
cious movement was made (though late in 
the day) to urge his peculiar availability 
upon the Convention without regard to his 
own disinclination, then some of Gen. 
Grant’s self-appointed managers determined 
to smirch Washburne by calling his sincerity 
into question. Vague hints were thrown 
out at first that “his course was exciting un- 
favorable comment,” and then a cock-and- 
bull story was invented which associated 
Washburne with a dark conspiracy to stab 
Grant in the house of his friends. The 
canard has been very aptly burlesqued by 
an outsider (the editor of the St. Louis Re- 
publican) in the following language:

ENGLISH CABINET EXPENSES. 

Now that a new Government has come into 
power in England, our readers will be inter- 
ested in knowing the amount of financial 
compensation that attaches to the Cabinet 
positions, especially in comparison with our 
own. The difference is very essential, as 
will be seen by some of the figures. The 
Premier, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
Home Secretary, Foreign Secretary, Indian 
Secretary, Colonial Secretary, and Secretary 
of War will receive $25,000 each, a total of 
$175,000, while the Secretaries and Under- 
Secretaries attached to these bureaus will 
receive $164,250, making a grand total of 
$339,250. In the Law Department, the Lord 
Chancellor will receive $50,000, the equiva- 
lent of our President’s salary, the Attorney- 
General $35,000, the Solicitor-General $30,000, 
and other officials $76,540; total, $191,540. 
The Lord Lieutenant of Ireland is the high- 
est salaried officer on the list, receiv- 
ing $100,000, and his staff will cost 
$138,950; total, $298,900. The Rt.-Hon. 
William Henry Smith, who has just 
retired, and who has become pleasantly 
familiar all over this country as the Admiral 
of her Majesty’s ship Pinafore, drew $22,500 
salary, and his assistants $47,390; total, $69,- 


‘890. The Privy Council, Education Depart- 


ment, Board of Trade, Privy Seal Office, and 
Local Government Board consume $70,750. 
The Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster, 
whose ostensible duties are the surveillance 


of a few forest trees, gets $10,000 for doing . 


nothing. The salaries in the Public Works 
and Post-Office Departments are $24,750. In 
her Majesty’s Household, the Lord Steward, 
Treasurer, and Controller aggregate the 
handsome salary of $19,040. The Lord Cham- 
berlain plays the agreeable for $10,000 a year, 
and the Vice- Chamberlain does nothing for 
$4,620. The Master of the Horse and the 
Master of the Hounds, who have nothing to 
do, carry off, the first $12,500, and the second 
$7,500. The. grand total of expense is 
$928,900, which of course does not in- 
clude the salaries of an army of 
clerks necessary to conduct the business of 
circumlocution and red-tape that character- 
izes the administration of the English Gov- 
ernmentathome. This sum, amounting al- 
most toa round million of dollars, represents 
only the salanes of the heads of depart- 
ments. The difference In expense as com- 
pared with our own Government is immense, 
Our seven Cabinet officers are paid $8,000 
each, a total of $56,000, as compared with 
$185,000 paid to the seven corresponding of- 
ficers in the English Cabinet. There are 
several of the English Under-Secretaries and 
clerks who draw more salary than any of our 
Cabinet officers, Her Majesty’s Lord Cham- 
berlain and Master of Horse, who are mere 
ornamental figureheads, have larger salaries 
even, while the Governor of Ireland gets 
twice as much as President Hayes. The 
different views of economy entertained in 
republican and monarchical governments 
are very clearly shown by these figures. A 
Government whose. expenses are so enor- 
mous as these will hardly regard the deficit 
of $25,000,000 in the Indian budget as any- 
thing but a mere bagatelle.

SHALL THE 1 CONVENTION 


FREE? 

A convention to nominate candidates for 
office must in all cases depend for the popu- 
lar acceptance of its work in a great meas, 
ure upon the fairness of the mode in which 
that work is done.. When the work of a 
convention depends for its success upon the 
voluntary support of the members of the 
party, the action of the convention, in order 
to merit that voluntary support, should be 
marked by fairness and freedom. Nomina- 
tions are not equivalent to elections; the free 
and independent voter is at large throughout 
the land, and the most certain way to provoke 
his hostility is to so manage the nominating 
convention.as to deny to its members the 
most perfect freedom of speech and action. 

The National Convention of the Republican 
party will meetin Chicago June 2, and will 
contain 766 delegates from thirty-eight States 
and a number of Territories. Recent events 
have shown that in this Convention one of 
the most important questions governing the 
Convention will have to be met and decided - 
This question is, whether these delegates, five- 
sixths of whom will represent Congressional 
districts, shall be compelled to obey instruc- 
tions given by State Conventions. These in- 
structions are generally twofold: first, that 
all the delegates from each State shall vote 
asa unit,—that is, as shall be determined by 
a majority of their own number; and, 
second, that they shall all vote for 
the person named by the State Con. 
vention or by a majority of their own 
number. On the decision of this question 
may depend not only the nominations te be 
made, but also, and which is more impor- 
tant, the harmonious acceptance and support 
of the nominations by those whose votes are 
necessary to elect em.

the Union. To instruct delegates is to dis- 
credit the confidence placed in mem; to in- 
struct them is to take from them all freedom 
of thought, judgment, and of action, and to 
send them to the Convention mere puppets to 
do the bidding of others. 

This question is not a new one. It was 
raised.at the Republican Convention at Cin- 
cinnatiin 1878, and was there decided by a 
direct vote of the Convention. It had been 
also decided by the Republican National Con- 
vention in 1868. In both of these instances it 
was decided to sustain the individual rignt 
of each delegate to vote according to his 
sense of duty, without reference to any State 
Convention instructions which had been 
given him.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 6.—The Ways 
and Means Committee to-day passed over the 
greater portion of the remainder of the pro- 
posed new Tariff bill; but was unable to fin- 
ish it, and postponed the final vote until 
Saturday. When the Committee adjourned 
yesterday the proposition pending was the 
motion of Wood to place wood-pu! p and all 
other pulps for the manufacture of 
upon the free list. This was somewhat out 
of the regular order in the bill. The Com- 
mittee, near the end of its proposed bill, had 
recommended a tariff of 10 per centum ad 


| ‘valorem on wood-pulp for the manufacture of 
| paper,—manifestly a tariff for protection, as 


under the present duty of 20 per cent 
ad valorem the revenue yielded for the fiscal 
year was but $152. Conger and Frye had 
very resolutely opposed Wood’s proposition, 
and this morning it was decided to postpone 


| consideration of the subject vatil it should 


be regularly reached in its order in the bill. 
THE FREE LIST. 

The Committee decided to place the follow- 
ing articles upon the free list: Barks used in 
medicine, particularly those from which qui- 
nine and its modifications are made; extract 
of hemlock; cut nails and spikes; cast-iron 
butts and hinges. This, in addition to the 
concessions of yesterday, is all that the whole 
Committee could do in the way of a free list. 
It is not a very magnificent concession. The 
customs last year from all these grades of 
bark was only $1,596. Extract of hemlock 
yielded last year $50,426, but the New En- 
gland tanneries need more hemlock; the 
native supply is exhausted, A number of 
owners of large tanneries have purchased 
vast tracts of Canada hemlock timber, and 
have reduced the essential element of bark 
which is used for tanning to what is called 
“extract of hemlock,” and wish to put it 
in on the free list. 80 it has gone 
there. The present duty on it is 
20 per cent ad valorem, and the New En- 
gland tanners have been trying for years to 
get it placed on the free list. But nails and 
spikes last year, at one-half cent per pound, 
yielded the magnificent sum of $107. The 

Ways and Means Committee can afford to 
put that item on the free list. Cast-iron butts 
and hinges, at 13¢ cents. per pound, yielded 
last year a total revenue of $44, and that goes 
on the free list. 7 

TYPES AND TYPE-METAL, 
which are now taxed 25 per cent ad valorem, 
were not placed on the free list, but the 
duty on them was reduced to 10 per cent. 
At2%5 per cent last year the total revenue 
from types and type-metal was $2,866. The 
Committee decided to simplify the present 
duties on cottons, which range from 35 per 
centto 45 per cent ad valorem, and to fix 
them at 30 per cent ad valorem. On all 
grades of wool (which has a wide range of 
duty according to classification under the pres- 
ent tariff) the duty is fixed at 30 per cent ad 
valorem. Thesamerate was put upon carpets 
and carpeting, the present range of duty 
on which is from 40 to 50 per cent. Steel rails 
were placed at 1 cent per pound, a reduction 
of M cent per pound. Locomotive tires were 
fixed at IM cents per pound. the present rate 
being 3 cents. Anvils were placed at 13 
cents per pound, the present rate being 25 
cents per pound. Iron cables and cable 
chains were likewise fixed at 1% per 1 a 
reduction from the present rate, which is 
per cent. The total amount of revenue las 
year from these articles at the present rate of 
duty was $196. 

THE FAEMERS

THE IRON ASSOCIATION.

Prrrspure, Pa., May 6.—The reduction of 
the iron card yesterday is the principal topic 
of conversation in business circles to-day, 
and a prominent nail manufacturer said this 
afternoon: “ lam not surprised at the re- 
duction. Itis hard to say what iron and 
nails are worth, There is no demand for 
either, and when there isn’t a market it is 
hard to quote the product. When we shut 
down our nail mill we had very little stock 
on hand, and the same may de 
said of all the mills except three 
in Wheeling and one in Pittsburg. We 
started on Monday, and have made enough 


nails in three days to fill all the new orders 


we received during the suspension. We may 
stop in two or three days, and may start 
again next week. Our puddle mill is idle, 
and will remain so for the present. I think 
there is a generally expressed opinion that it 
is not safe to stock-up, with the trade as un- 
settled &s it is at present. In fact, I think 
there would be a general shut-down were it 
not for act that puddlers 
might use the suspension as an argument 
against the manufacturers when time 
comes to consider the ‘sliding scale,’ which 
will be next month. The manufacturers, 
wishing to avoid trouble, will run as long as 
they can until the scale signed, and the 
uestion of yy another year settled.

Special Cable. 
Paris, May 6.—A Madrid correspondent 
telegraphs as follows: A very great sensa- 
tion has been created in political circles here 
by the recept to-day of two telegrams from the 
Governor-General Cuba stating that 
a conspiracy has been discovered in one of 
the central provinces of the island.

CLEVELAND, O., May 3,—in connection 
with the Methodist Episcopal General Con- 
ference, which is nowin session in Cincin- 
nati, the reproduction of a conversation 
which Ihad yesterday with an aged man, 
formerly a local preacher of the denomina- 
tion, may be of interest.

NOTES FROM ABROAD. 
THB CANADIAN CANALS EWLARGEMENT. 

At the interview which took place at Ottawa 
between the Ministers and a deputation of 
Western ship-owners, the barge monopoly at 
Kingston incidentally came upon the carpet. 
Mr. McQuaig, from Picton, in the course of his 
remarks, explained his views as to large vessels 
sailing down to Kingston and transhipping car- 
goes to barges to be conveyed in them to Mon- 
treal. He appealed to his friend, Capt. Neelon, 
M. P. P., of St. Catharines, to corroborate what 
he said. The Captain asked permission to state 
his sentiments freely, and, having received it, 
he rapidly and graphically described the de- 
lays at Kingston, which became at times 
perfectly intolerable, vy 
niary losses to the the ship- 
ping both on the lakes and at the Montreal end 
where the Ocean steamers were waiting for their 
cargoes. Capt. Neelon also stated that what he

THE RAILROAD PROBLEM. 


A Review of the Situation upon 
the Pacific Coast. 


o Combinations in the Inter- 
ests of Private Individuals. 


Hodus-Operandi of Monepoly Operations—Discrimina- 
tions and Their Remedy. 


_ Spectal Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 
San Francisco, Cal., April 20.—The con- 
struction of new lines of travel from the 
East, and the consolidation and absorption of 
those already in operation, have, during the 
past few months, tended to keep the railroad 
problem prominently before the people of 
California; and, while frequent attempts at 
its solution have been made by the legislative 
bodies of Sacramento and Washington, none 
adequate has yet been attained. That the 
railway power of the Pacific Coast, as well as 
ef the country at large, is every year 
being centered more completely in 
a few individuals, is well known; 
and public opposition to the gigantic 
pools and combinations seems to be ever 
without avail. Promises have been made 
only to be forgotten,—laws have been enact- 
ed only to be disregarded; and the theory 
that the railroad is King, and that the King 
is fnfallible and above all human law, is 
searcely longer a mere picture of the fancy, 
but a well-established and important fact. 
In the matter of taxation, a few men, repre- 
senting the trunk lines, possess and exercise 
a power which the Congress of the United 
States would searcely dare to assert. By a 
single stroke of the pen they may, at any 
time and for any reason, reduce the value of 
property in the country by hundreds of mill- 
ions of dollars; and their immense power, 
like that of the feudal Baron of ancient 
times, is used without the slightest explana- 
on or apology. 
| THE POWER OF RAILROADS. 


A learned and high authority on the sub- 


ject of railway-transportation, not long 
since, summed up the situation as follows: 
Three men meet in a room in New York. 
They are not called Kings, wear no crowns, 
and bear no sceptres. They merely repre- 
sent trunk lines of railway from the Missis- 
sippito New York. Other points settled, 
one says: As to the grain rate,—shall we 
make it 50 from Chicago?” ‘“‘ Agreed; crops 
are heavy, and we shall have enough to do.“ 
Business finished, the. three enjoy sundry 
bottles of wine. The daily papers presently 
announce that “The trunk lines have 
agreed upon a schedule of rates for 
freights, which is, in effect, a trifling 
increase on grain, from 45 to 50 cents from 
Chicago to New York, with rates to other 
points in the usual proportion.“ The con- 
versation was insignificant,—the increase 
trifling. But to the farmers of the Northwest 
it means that the will of three men has taken 
over $30,000,000 from the cash value of their 
pro ducts for that year, and $500,000,000 from 
the actual value of their farms. The conver- 
sation is imaginary, but the startling facts 
upon which it is based are terribly real, as 
Western farmers have learned. The few 
men who control the great railway lines have 
in their power to strip.

No 
second-class fares were allowed to be ac- 
cepted, save at the two terminal points, Los 
Angeles San Francisco. n vain he 
argued and entreated, offering to y the 
full fare from San Francisco, show- 
ing that he had not the means to 
pay more. In vain, too, did the gentle 
man who witnessed the occurrence appeal to 
the agent either to accept the boy’s money or 
telegraph for instructions. His answer was 
clear: his orders were to the contrary. The 
second-class train came by with plenty of 
spare room, but there was no power to afford

passage to the boy at the rates paid by the 


other passengers, and he only succeeded in 
reaching home through the charity of strang- 
ers to whom the case me known. 

Such examples of discrimination might be 
multiplied indefinitly. They are no idle 
dreams which have neither substance nor 
form, but they are stern facts, the truth of 
which cannot be gainsaid. Not only on the 
Pacific Coast, but in the East, the same evils 
are known; and the wonder is, not 
that so great discontent -has en- 
gendered against the railroad corpora- 
tions, but that such discriminations should 
have cormtipued so long, that 
ere this the patience of the people had not 
been exhausted. While it is true that some 
of the expedients adopted for the regulation 
of fares and freights have been ill-advised 
and in the face of economic siggy eS yet 
the effect of such moral vigilance is believed 
to have been, on the whole, salu „ Rail 
ways conducted on a just and equitable basis 
are an invaluable aid in 2. oe 
resources of a country or State,—being 
an incentive to production, facilitatin 
commerce, and adding largely to a nation’s 
wealth; but combinations for individual 
gain, the adoption of special rates to bank- 
rupt one community at the expense of an- 
other, the -out of competition, the 
buying-up of legislative bodies, and the de- 
ception of stockholders,—these are evils to 
be corrected by law, and to be everywhere 
guarded against by the representatives of 
the people and the public press. W. 


IRELAND. 


Talk with an Intelligent Emigrant 
from the County Down. 

Spectal of The Chicago Tribune, . 

FREMONT, O., May 1.— Your correspondent 
to-day encountered a family of Irish emi- 
grant# right from the County of Down, in 
the midst of the famine-stricken region. The 
family consisted of father, mother, and five 
children. Instead of being in squalor and 
filth, and clad in rags, as one would natural- 
ly have expected to find them, they were 
comfortably dressed, and the father better 
posted than men from the peasant class gen- 
erally are. They were, they said, going first 
to Chicago, and thought they might stop 
there for a time at least, provided 
they found work sufficient to keep soul 
and body together. They had friends who 
had preceded them by several years, and to 
them they expected to appeal for assistance 
in securing suitable places for work. The 
account which the father gave of the situa- 
tion in the neighborhood from which he 
came was interesting, and, as it contained 
some things that are new, it is herewith re- 
produced, minus the brogue, which was 
very pronounced, 

„Were you in a suffering condition when 
you left Ireland?” I asked at length. 

No, sir, by no means. ad we been, we 
could never have got over here. We had al- 
ways been very saving, and had expected for 
some time back to come to America. We 
had been saving up a little something every 
year for this 8 and with the hope 
of being able to get settled when 
we got here. We had a small 
farm of fifteen acres, for which we peut to 
the landlord an annual rental of 22 shillings 
an acre. We used to raise good crops, and 
make alittle money to lay aside, until two. 

ears ago, when the crops failed. We had 
ullt a very good house on our place. When 
things failed to grow, our landlord demanded 
his rent just as promptly, twice a year, as he 
had done all the seasons of good crops. He 
was no exception to thé general rule, either. 
I know of many instances where the poor 
ple. unable to pay the rents on account of 
failure to raise anything, were robbed of 
their stock to meet the rapacious demands of 
the landlord, and thus made less able to bay 
in the future.“

A Great Bush to Europe—All the Ocean 
Steamships Salling with Crowded

The season for going abroad is now at 
hand, and the offices of the great ocean 
steamship passenger lines, as a natural con- 
sequence, are busy places just now.
